whoſe unrightcous Liws,EdiQs and Decrees they could not o- 
bey,& chat weh is unrighteous isalſo now by us denyed, though 
it pe a Law, or a decree which is unjuſt, proceedingfrom the. 
Pricts, the unclean ſeed of the Biſhops, and ungodly Rulers, 
the crooked feed of all the former perſecuters,by which Priefts 
and Rulers, we have ſuffered ſo much already in England, 
that it is very like before they bave filled up their meature of 
blood thirſty PraRiſes, and bur part rhercof gathered up, and 
recorded, that it will exceed (in the manner and cruclty of 
ic) all the perſccution that: yet hath been at any time, in fo

ences, (though they ftrive againſt ir) that our ſufferings have 
becn unjuſt, and unreaſonable, and yct to keep up their own 
lory, have not done juſtice in releafing them, whom they

My friend George Henderſox ( vvho vvas vvith me) carricd 
this Writing to the Priefts houſe, vyho after ſome time ſpake 
vvith him (to vvit) Pricſt Dinghy, vvho in his enviousrage and 
fury abuſed him, and our friends with' reproachful, lying, ma-« 
Iictous ſpeeches, and refuſed to wrice an Anſwer 3 onely here 
is vvhat came from his oven mouth, vvhich ſpake from the 
, unclean ſpirit which is head. in him , as doth appear , let the 
honeſt Reader judge: wich that of God in his conſcience. 

_ Now before my friend gave this Prieſtthe:Letter , he asked 
his name, ſaying, is thy name Robert Dingly ? (tn ſuch plain 
true words according to Scripture) he anſwered in ſcorn, ſays 
Ing, thy name? thy name? T thought it wet ſuch fools as thee art', 
with ſundry other. yain. filthy ſpeechics 3 1 ſhell take a courſe 
- with thee, ſaid ke, I ſhall ſerd thee to priſon (mark } G. H. an- 

{wered , I warter wot thy impriſonment ; 10 the Pricit took the 
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Letter, and began to read (mark) and ſaid, Ie fools defire thee 
to give us a meeting. Now.theſe words way not writcen In the 
Paper ( as the Reader may fee above bur came from the un- 
clean ſpiritChead in him)then my friend asked him why he did 
lye3:the Priefts anſwer was, ſaying, Ikrow the Devil! is in you 
all. A\tcr which aying he fled. zway,and would give ns further 
anſ{vver; only bid his man put him out of doors, and bolt the 
door after him. | ? . 

I being in the fear of the Lord ( in loveto the ſeed of the 
God of Abraham ) with bowels of compaſſion was moved to 
appear at the Steeple bouſe, G. H. went with me, where 1 came 
in amongtighe muſtirude peaceably , and in the dread of the 
Lord , and fo cominued for theſpace'of about halfe an hour, 
and then ſpake a few words with' tears, the Lord ( whom | 
ſerve with my ſpirtc ) knoweth my innocency , that 1 was free 
from envy or malice co any one mans pcrſon upon the face of 
the whole carth ; but I was hindr-d in the work of the Lord, 
the Prieſt immediately called out (being in his Pulpit in Cains 
nature) ſayine to the mule 'tude , take him away, take him away, 
who with violence abuſed us both, beating with a great Rafe: 
kicking and throwing us down, and halcd us forth of their Sy- 
- Nagogue , or Steeple-bouſe, and brought us before the Mag. 
firate (io call:d) who bad fo much regard with compulſion, to 
have his perfon reſpe&ed, and honoured, by commanding our 
hats to be taken off our heads, which was laid in the duſt be- 
fore us (mark) a true figure where his honour ſhall be layd (as 
I then (hevved him )) ſo that even that which would make him 
truly honourable , was and is lightly eſteemed by him. I could 
wiſh chat he and all the Magiſtrates in England, would lay it 
to heart to-know , that before honour is humility , and that 
which is meck is low in the heart, and i the higher power every 
ſoul is to be ſub)edt to. 

The w:iting ( above written ) which was ſent to Pricſ 
Ding!y (before I appearcd in the Steeple- houſe) was read before 
Tho: bowrman (called a Juſtice) his Pricft Tomkins being with. 
bim, and wreſted the Scripture to prove that Chriſt did ſwear, 
like a blinde blafphemous ſorrifſh bruit 3 Many other perſons 
were there preſent at the ſame time when we were examined, 
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and moſt unjaſtly. committed to Priſon by the- ſaid Thomas 
Bowrman, wha was ſo deat and blinde, hecouldnot hear hig 
ſottiſh Pricft ſpeak blaſphemy , n:icher ſee the tranſgreſſor, to 
lay the ſword upon his head within and without ; but being 
under the power of aarkneſi , the {word vvas laidupon the in« 
nocent both vvithin and vvithout; 

Alſo he cauſed three men to ſvycar againſt us, contrary to 
Chriſts Doktrine (vvho (aids ſwear 1:t at all) and of his Diſci» 
ples vvhich tolloyved him in the life 3 vv'1ich taught the ſame 
Defrine , ſaying, 4bove all things my brethren ſwexy not , leſs 
you fall into condemnation. And it Thomas Bowrman , and Pricf 
Thomkins had been come to Chriſt the light of the woyd [as | que« 
Rioned vvich them vvhen 1 vyas falicly accuſed before hin, 
and ſoabidein his DoQuine, then he nor any ſuch date 
go out of his Doftrinc, neither cauſe others eo tranſgreſſe. 1 
wiſh he may finde a place of repentance with the reſt of his bre- 
thren in the time, before ie be roo late, Ic ſuch be then cue 
down as fruitleſſe trees which-cumbers thc ground. 

Now l appeal to that of God in all conſciences to judg,if ſo 
that R. Dingly had bin a Minifter of Chriſt, & had preacht,pra« 
iced, and Hved in the lifz,walking in the dofrine of the light 
of the Son of God, whether or no it did not highly concern 
him, with the ſpirit of meckneſſe and ſound dofirine,, in the au- 
dience of all people ( as it was defired)) to convince the gain» 
{ayers | in ſach perilloustimes as theſe] and whether a Minifter 
of Chriſt the Light , would not have greatly rejoyced to 
have done the will of the Lord in the worke of the Miniftry 
for the truths ſake , that the honeſt ſimple+hcarted might be c> 
dified, and ſo toknow how to beware of woolviſh hirelings, 
ſuch as rhe holy Prophets, Chrift, his Apoſtles, Minlfters, and 
Saints did, and do witneſFc apainft , as the Scripture of Truth 
beareth teſtimony, even againſt them who ſeeks their gain from 
their quarters , eating the fat ,- drinking the ſweet , cloathing with 
the wool, and feeding themſelves (withour fear) and not the flock 
who are kept ever learning, and not able to come to the knowledge of 
th? truth , and ſo deſtroyed for lack of knowledg,by ſuch gree- 
dy dogs which can never have enough, Iſa. 56. The latterend , e- 
venſuch as Robert Dingly is, whoas it doth appear manifeſtly 

to 
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— to all that fear-the Lord God of Abrebaws how that if he ha 
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not been in the ſame footſteps of the falſe Prophets and Phari- 
ſees in Cains nature, and alſo aſhamed of his Doftrine,praftics, 
maintenance and conycr{ation. I know he durtt not have been 
ſo envious , raging wich fury and madnefſe,; running to car- 
nall weapons, to the Magiltrate, before whom he, with the ref 
of hls uncircumciſed generation work their lying wonders, to 
captivate, priſon , and perſecute the juſt, guiltlefſe, and nno- 
cent , even unto death , as many of this ravenous, curſed, re- 
bellious ſeed of evill docrs have done (and daily do) who rebel 
againſt the Lizhc, and with grecdineſſe archaſtning to fill up 
thcir meaſures of Iniquity in their unclean Tabernacles in 
theſe their days,{wac be: to them. A terrible aud dreadful day of 
darkpeſſe is hajining over them. | 

Alſo I ſay, les the ſober minded conſider and obſerve this 
with me, its written» Revel, 2, ſaying , behold the Devil ſhall 
caſt Jome of you (to wit the Saints) into priſon to try you , ſo 
that its manitclt, the Devil ſpake by the mouth of his unclean 
Propher R. D. who ſaid toour triend, I ſhall take a courſe with 
thee, I ſhall ſend thee to Priſon ; ſo that from the unclean falſe 
Prophet, the voice went torth, the beaſt being ready alſo, to do 
or execute his Maſters will, (who i the Prince of darkneſs,) and 
by his power to uphold the talſc Propher, and (aid tous whoſe 
meat and drink it is to do the will of our beaventy Father ( in our 
ſeveral meaſures) bearing teſtimony againſt the beaſt and ſ.,lſe Pro. 
phit, and all deeds of darkneſs whatſoever. 

1 ſay Thomas Bowrman iaid to us by the ſame Spirit ( which 
is headin the Prick and himfelfe, and threatued to caſt into 
priſon, which was alſo performed, you think you have done your 
duty, T ſhall ao mine, ſaid he, and ſo the Devil by his Mini» 
ſtcrs, (to wit the falſe Prophet and the beaſt, who ) caſt us 
into priſon,where we tound the ſame unclean ſpirit, but could 
not bow to it, in fubmicting to extortion, oppreſſion and crucl= 
ty, and therefore were caſt into a flinking dungeon among 
thieves felons and tranſgreflors , dung, piſs, fleas and lice in 
abundance, and with6ut ftraw to lic upon; but the ſervant is 
not greater then hy Lord,who had not where on to lay his bead;though 
the foxes have boles, 
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And let ſuch who fear the Lord conſider, if it be not the un. 
clean ſpiritofthe Devil which rules in theſe blind hired Priefts, 
who take counceltogether in the darkneſt, with the beaſt rc 
viling, 'threatning, preaching againit, and perſecuting even 
unco bonds, and impriſonments, whippine, ftocking and ton. 
ing, thruſting into holes and dungeons, the innocent Cryants 

of the Lord, whoſe pure conſciences are exerciſed toward him, 
& in lov: to all p:ople for the (ceds ſake for web they ſuffer all 
things» a14 love not their lives unto the death,who follow the Lamb, 
the Light of the World, in this mighty day of batcel between 
theewo ſceds, and let all fuch who tove Truth , and honeſtly 
defirexo came to the knowledge thereof, in the inward parts, 
{tor that which may bz known of God is manifeſt wichin, the 
pzople may feel atter him and finde him , who ſaves from 
ſjn, and rcconcites to God in the Light; /) Conlider I ay we 
cher ever any of the holy men of God, Chritt his Apoſtles, or 
Minitters did perſecute, rule, threaten or murther the innocent 
in them, or caſt any intopriſon, ( as Robert Dingley and Thee- 
mas Bowrman bath done ; } but on the contrary tuffcred under 
ſach an evil adulrerous gainſaying and perlecuring generation 
(the ſeed of the Serpent) even as the ſervants of the moſt high, 
his Children of Light have, and doth gricvouſlz ſuffer at this 
day, for bcaring teitimony for the Lord, and againſt the beaft 
and falſe Prophet, wicked Rulers, Pricfis and People without 
reſp:&of perſons, who with their cruel eyranny and oppr-ſſion 
ſmite the guiltles with the fiſt of wickedneſs to uphold the D*vils 
dark Dominion, and Bebylons Marchants, the unclean Hircling

28 Robert Dingley, Thomas Bowrman and the reſt of their genera« 
tion doy and have done, who walk in the very foot ſteps of the 
Scribes and Phariſees, and of the falſe Prophets in Cain, Cores ard 
Balaams way, Curſed Children, that cannot ceaſe fromſin, 2 Pet. 
2,14 Letfuch who delireto fear the Lord our God, be faith- 
ful:!o the cternal witneſs the Light of Chriſt in their Conſci. 
enccs, and with a fingle cyc ſearchthe Scriptures, and fee if it 
be not even ſo; Thus far have I cleard my Conſcience, for 
the ſimples ſake, as a teſtimony againſt the ſeed of evil dozrs, 
by whom I ſuffer, with the reſt of my Brethren, by them known 
in that which is hid from the eyes which are full of Adultery, and 
cannot ceaſe from ſin, and to luch my fleſh is known by the name 
of - . . Daniel Baker.

Y what was laft written it may appear, who was in the 
Truth, he that was willing to have all things proved and 
brought to the Light, in publick before the people, in ſoberneſs 
and plaineſs, or Pricſt Dingly, who unto a reaſonable offer, did 
not give arcafonable, but an unreaſonable anſwer, ſaying ,-1 
ſhall ſend thee to Priſon, and then whether he was in the Truth 
that did caft into Priſon,withoug any offence, or he that was 
impriſoned , And morcover the fruies of their tafts deth ap- 
pear, who livcin pride, envy, and coycteouſneſs) in haling two 
of the Servants of Chriſt the ſame day out of their Synagague 
ad beforca Magiſtrate, and caſt them into prifon , and ſo tul- 
fil the Scripture , #ot- knowing the Father nor the Son, John 16-2. 
3. and ſo it*s plain,their dayes of faiting is for [trite and debate, and 
to ſmite with the fiſt of wickedneſs, and ſuch God heareth notsfor they 
are according to their fathers of old, Ela.58. 
Again thoſe Pricſts in the daycs ot the King, did keep dayes 
of taſting and praying for their King, but w.s.nut their mury 
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rem. 23* Ezek:; 34+ Eſa. $6. Math, 23. So that the holy men + 
of God, Chriſt and his Apoſtles.and Minifters did witnefſe , 
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- therin their hearts, and their. ſacrifice like Cains, for did not 
they ſtir up the people to riſe, and it pollible cut off all them 
that then ſought tor Truth and liberty , and do not the ſame 
Pricſts now, cvcnupon-their dayes of humiliation , ſtir up the 
peopleag ainſt usthey then called Round beads, and now called 
"Buakers ? it poſlible to have us all cut off, from being a people 
among them, ro bear witneſs againſt their tyranny and cove. 
tcoulneſr, and Fob Hodder Pciclt of Haychurch in Dorſetſhire, 
(whoſc moſt bloody perſecution againſt me and others have ex. 
ceded many 3) he ſaid if bis Lord Protefor would raiſe an Army 
to cut off all the Quakers, be would be the firjt man that would draw 
the ſword; Oh ! when did ever any man thirſt more for b oud? 
and are not the Pii:ſts always flicing up ſtrife, and did nor 

they fill pray ſor the upholding ot that which they ſaw was 

going down, and that which indeed the Lord was ov:riurning, 

looke back and ſee what an outecry there was amongh them, 

for their Fathers the Biſhops, and for their King; and ſee if 

- God did notoverturnthoſe that they prayed for, and ſet up 
thoſe that they prayed againſt as Hereticks,and Rebels to their 

King, and breakers of their Laws, and ſce whether they that 
prayed for the King, and for the King of Scots, do not now 

pray for their Pratefor, | who with others was inſtrumental 
for the overturning of their Biſpops, and their King, the hand 
of God being then with him; | who now bath turned his hand 

for the Pricfts, whom God is againſt, and hath madea Law for 

them, far exceding any that was made forthem, by any King 

or Queen ; and therefore now,they ' boaſt much of their Prote- 

: or, and pray forhim, as they did for their King , and he or- 
ders them dayes to faſt and pray with and for him, as their 

Kingjdid, and this istheir Prote&or, who protcAeth them , by 

whom hundreds of us do fuff:r, who fought with him againſt 

them, their Biſpops and their Kings; but certainly the Lord 

God will turn both them and their prayers backward, therefore 

Jet the Prote&or take heed , how he {cr thefe treacherous, 

changeable, curſed Children, 2 Pet.2. 14. To pray for him, 

or with him, in his faſting dayes, or otherwiſe , for the ſame

torhcJalt liberty of the Nation, do defire all Magiſtrates totake 
h:cd of theſe Prieſts, leaſt they by their fallaſizs and fAlureries, 
exalt them in that which Gad is againſt, until his wrath break 
torth againſt them all rogether ; for reaſonable men may 
almoſt (ce, that they are not like to tan lone there is fuch a 
fir and a cry among them, and fo much praying and crying 
dayly for the upholding of their trade , for ſuch a noiſe there 
was, with long and lowd Hypocritical Prayers, a little before, 
and at the very time thattheir Biſpops and Kings w:re overtar« 
ned forcver, and the Pricſts or Prophets of Baal, and the Pros» 
phers of the groves, they were many of them , and they alſo 
had dayes ſet apart to offer ſacrifice, and they prayed long, 
and cryed aloud, but none heard nor anſw:red, and this 
was 4 little before they alſo were deſtroyed forever, 

But to retarn to this Pricft Dingly in particular, after che 
Servants of Goda forenumed bad been kickt, beaten with a 
ſtaff, and fiſts of wickedneſs , upon bis faſting day, and had cau- 
ſed them to be impriſoned ( by the help of Thomas Bowrman ) 
then from the priſon did they write unto him, who was ſo bru-. 
tiſb, like the Paſtors before, Fer. 10. 2x, That he would not 
read the Letter,nor open it,but in a filthy ſortiſh manner took a 
payer of tongs, and held itto a Candle, and burnt it, ſaying, 
he would try whether it were bewitched, or the Devil in it; but he 
himſelte is in the witchcraft, not obeying the Truth, as may 
calily be proved, Gal 3. And envy which is of the Devil is 
foand in himſcltc, the which Spirit of the Devil that guided: 
him therein, would alſo burn their bodies that ſenc it, if hehad 
but a Law, and ſach a power as his fathers the Biſhops had,who 
burnt the Martyrs 3 - and he alſo then ſaid, the Devil is in you; 
but people may ſee, there is ſomething of God in us, guiding 
us in patience to undergo much ſufferings,and all manner of evil, 
that is done, or fpoken againſt us , for his names ſake who is in 1s 
which to us tarns for a teſtimony, againſt the world that we 
are of God, Luke 21.1213. And it is becauſe of the- Spirix of 


Chciſt in us, (which ecſtifirs againR the world, that we arc wes 
p teas, 
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ted, and that Spirit of Chriſt inus is , that which Prieſt Dmgly 
call cth a Devil, ſaying, the Devil is in you, but it bcing Chriſt in 
us the hope of glory , he is an open Blaſpemer , and a denyer of 


_ Chriit, that is come in thefl:{h, and ſo he is an Antichriſt ; 


Therefore all arc tobeware of hearkning to his DoQrineheing 
found a Blaſpemcr', though -he may ſpeak never fo ſmooth 
words, for he is not only full of envy,but alto of covercouſneſs, 
for he claimed 31, (or leſs)tor tythes of FobnDayes,who deſired 
not his Miniftery, and then inſtead gt leſs then $1. he caulcd 
fourcowsto be taken from him worth above 12 /.and ſohe is not 
only in filthy Lucre ( contrary tothe Scripture ) whoſe mouth 
ſhould beſjtopt, but alſo unreaſonable therein , to demand 31. of 
a man chat owed him nothing, and then to bave above tour 
times ſo much as he ask*cfor , taken from him , * Hoſea might 
well number ſuch as he amongſt Robbers and Murtheres . Hoſea 
6+ 9, and this is not all neither, tor after he had cauicd theſe 
4 Cowes to be taken from him, he alſo cauſed the -man himgeife 
to. te caſt into priſon, becauſe he came into his own Pariſh 
Steeple-houſe, and ſpoke ſome words there, and as forcoming 
into the Stceple-houſe, he had as much right as another man 
of their Pariſh ; and ſometimes the Pricſts and Rulers would 
force friends to pay 256d. becauſe they do not come tothcir pa- 
riſh Reeple-houſe , and when they do come,they ſend them to 
priſon for coming, was cvecr the like wickedneſs praQtiſed by 
any Prieſts and Rulcrsbefore ? And in all theſe things, Tho- 
mas Bowrman was a Servant to the corrupt covertcous will of 
this pcrſecuting Pricſt, for by his order alſo or warrant, 
was fobn Dayes cowes taken away , and he himlelte ſent 
” priſon,, where he is now committcd to the houſe of corre« 
,Qion, 

And morcover R, D. did cauſe Wini'red Newman to be im- 
priſoned tor ſpeaking a tew words in his Steeple-bauſe, after he 
had done, and ſhe was a ſervant to a Widow, and the father- 
Ie, and from them the Prieft cauſed her to betaken to pri- 
fon, and fuch as he Iſaiah cryed againſt, Iſa. $6:10,1T. for in 
his daycs alſo widowes became their prey , and they robbed the fa» 
therleſſe, Ia» 10. 2, And what anunreaſonable thing was this, 
to rob the Fatherleſſe and Widew of 4 ſervant , who was yr” 4

Therefore hear with meekneſsand in patiencegunderftand and 
conſider my words ; for all the holy mcn of God, who ruled for 
God, and not for men, were therein guided by that which is ho« 
ly, pure, juſt and right, whereby they were guided in his fear, to 
exctute his judgments only upon the tranſgrefſor, according to 
the will of him, by whom otherwiſe they themſelves were to 
bejudged ,. and they were guided by that ſpirit in them which 
gave forth the Law, and with that joyned to execute the Law 
upon them that did tranſgreſsthe law of God, with whom in fo 
doing they were ſaid to be a help-government ,. and ſuch were 
called Gods, who bore not the ſword in vain-, ſtanding in the 
higher power, to which their ſouls were ſubjc&, to bring the 
tranſgrefſor in obedience thereuntozbut ſuch who did not tranſe 
greſs the righteous law of God, their fouls were already. ſubjeR& 
to that higher power 3 but when man who ſhould rule tor God, 
ſtood nor in his councel, but went themſelves into the tranſgreſ- 
ſicn (out of the power) and judged for reward, ſuch the light in 
them was darkned, that they could nor ſee the tranſgrefſor , but 
I:thim go frce, and puniſh the juſt, as Pi/ate and many others 
did,cven in thc daycs of che Prophets, who then crye<d out _ 
them, © 
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them, becauſe they were h——— ravening wolves, and then of 
ſuch it is written, T ſaid ye were gods, but ye ſhall dye like men, and 
fall as one of the Princes ; and becauſe of wrong Judgment , and the 
want of true exerciſe inthe perte& Jaw of God, have many fale 
len, and been overturned, cven Kings, Princes, Parliaments, Bi- 
ſhops, Judges and Rulers, as alſo in theſe your days , even whole 
Nations turned up fide down. 

Therctore O wan, let thy heart beopened to receive inftruicn 
from the Lord , and let thy mind be enlightned with the ligbr of 
his Son, which light is it that giveth the knowledg of God, & the 
right underſtanding ot the perte&t law of lite, that in che light 
which comes from Chrift , thy minde may be exerciſed rowards 
God, that his enemies in his tear and dread rhou may rule over, 
and unto rhe friends of Chriſt who do well, co be a praiſe, and a 
Minifter of 1he law for good, that in thy place thou may be juſt, fear» 
irg God,and hating covetouſneſs, doing that which is go0d, that in the 
end of thy dayes thou may have the praiſe of the ſame, and reccive that 
honour which man cannot keep from thee, that thy ſoul may reſt in peace, 
which is ghc delire of the members of Chrilt in bonds at Win- 
che/ter. H. 8,

The mighty day of Gods wonderfull power ( is come) and of your viſi» 
tation and time of tryall, (O ye rebellious Ghildren of Darkneſs ) who 
know not at what you fumble ; yea, this day of the Lordis, and will be 
the life of all the meek of the earth, though it is & will be a day of how!. 
ing, trembling, and aitoniſhment, of fury, blackneſs,& darkneſs, and of 
eternall condemnation , to all the proud and lofty workers of iniquity, 
yea the dry of breaking down, laying low the pride and loftineſs of mey 
that ſhall dye is come, and the mighty God the Lordof hoſts alone is, and 
ſhal! beexalted.
